Kenna was shot four 
tiraes by the special officer, and Nelson was 

ck in the lobe of the left ear by a stray 
bullet fired, supposedly by Kenna, who fired 


our shots at the officer, one of which struck 


> him in the hand, causing a slight wound. 
Kenna had been drinking bard for severa! 
Hays, and tonight as a car on the Choteau 
avenue division of the Transit company was 
founding the curve at Fourteenth and 
Gratiot streets, he stepped up to it, and, 


ftrawing a revolver, attempted to shoot the 


motorman. The car was going too fast for 
him, and he missed his mark. He then be- 
gan shooting at the conductor and Special 
Officer Hollingsworth, who was standing on 
the rear platform. The officer jumped from 
the car, and, walking toward the intoxicated 
saloonkeeper, began shooting at him. 

Pour of his bullets struck Kenna’s body. 
‘Kenna continued to shoot at the officer, and 
the last shot he fired struck Hollingsworth 
in the left hand. One bullet, which went 
wide, passed through Nelson's ear. Kenna 
was taken to the hospital, where the physi- 
tans offered no hope for his recovery. 


: Patrolman Barton Shot. 
« Patrolman Henry E. Barton was shot and 
painfully wounded today in Jefferson ave- 
nue, near Geyer avenue, Barton was on a 
sar of the Jefferson avenue line as a guard. 
As the car passed Geyer avenue a few stones 
were thrown and then several shots rang 
out. As the reports died away the officer 
felt a stinging sensation in his head, and, 
teaching up, found the blood pouring from 
bullet wound. A riot call was sent in and a 
aquad of police hurried to the scene.

REVISION COMES UP 


PROBLEM PRESENTS IT- 
* TO PRESBYTERIANS. - 


888 to Change the Westmin-

St. Louis, Mo., May 18.—{Special. Creed 
revision came before the General Assembly 
this afternoon with as little ado as if it were 
a matter of little importance whether the 


constitution of the Presbyterian Church re- 


mains ap it is, is amended, or is shelved to 
make way for a new creed. 

It is not prebable that a third of the com- 
missioners in the church at the time or 4 
dozen visitors in the gallery knew the pos- 
sibilities that were bound up in the little 
package held loosely by the chairman of the 


Committee on Bills and Overtures, the Rev. 


Dr. Robert F. Sample of New York. A dec- 
ade of controversy was suggested yester 

by one of the speakers as lying ahead of 
Presbyterian Church, and the beginning of 
that discussion, if such there be, was in the 
harmless-looking overtures which the chair- 
man réquested permission to retain in the 
possession of the committee. 

Not only discussion is threatened. There 
are men in the East who are prepared to 
begin legal proceedings if the church places 
the eld confession on the shelf, basing their 
action on the terms of reunion of the two 
assemblies, and the large sum which the 
boards of the church have received be- 
cause of that union, which was based upon 
the Westminster standard. 

But even discussion and litigation com- 
bined are not all that is in the air. Should 
the ultra-conservative element in the church 
defeat révision again, it is possible that the 
murmurs of another storm, greater than 
that which produced the great division of 
the church in 1837, will lead the extremists 
themselves to avert a still greater calamity. 


) May Mean Church Uniop. 

This picture has a brighter church side. 
For a generation there has been coquetry

tures ask only that the question of a re- 
vision or a new statement of the confes- 
' slon of the ¢ shall be considered, leav- 
ing the mbly free to arene what 
form of action it shall take. 
This would indicate that the Fe itself 
is not prepared to change its standards, al- 
though it ig probable that now, as ten years 
ago, a majority of Presbyterians would be 
glad to have some confessional statements 
modified, if that could be done without im- 
paring the system of doctrine popularly 
known as Calvinistic. 

„While the Moderator has taken no pro- 
nounced position in the confession contro- 
versy, he is understood not to be opposed to 
slight modifications in the creed if the re- 
_ strictions just reserved could be insured. 


Sunday Question Comes Up. 

Thirteen special committees submitted 
their reports today. Several were adopted 
and the rest placed on the docket for consid- 
eration later in the session. The Sunday 
question, like the temperance question, 

seems to stir all the bad blood that there is in 
the assembly, these two topics, which touch 
‘the family life of the nation most deeply, 
seeming to cause more friction than any 
others. 

The report of the Special Committee on Sab- 
bath Observance, presented by the Rev. Dr. 
IL W. Hathaway, Secretary of the Ame 
Sabbath union, as usual condemned “ seven- 
day journalism,” Sunday excursions, and 
the appropriation of money for expositions 
which remain open on Sunday. Resolutions 
nine and ten, as presented, read: 

„Resolved, That we deprecate the rapidly 
increasing Sabbath slavery of corporate em- 
ployés in this country; so that today by care- 
ful estimate no less than 4,000,000 men are 
thus enslaved and robbed of their inalien- 
able rights to this day of rest.” 

„ Resolved, That we call upon the rail- 
road companies of this land that are en- 

in running Sunday excursions, or al- 
lowing their road and rolling stock to be used 
for such purpose, to reconsider their action 
in this regard, so as to secure the minimum 
of transportation and service of their em- 
ployés on this day, both on economic and 
moral grounds.” 

“Slavery. was softened to employ- 
ment” and “forcibly deprived” was sub- 
stituted for “enslaved and robbed in the 
first resolution, and “ earnestiy request 
for call upon in the second. 5 

But these changes were not made until 
Dr. Hathaway and Dr. McKibbon had ex- 
pressed their opinion of the terms employed 
by the committee. These ministers thought 
they should stand, but others wished to 
modity them for fear the St. Louis strikers 
should receive unintended encouragement. 


Yearly Observance Sermon. 


The committee also recommended, and car- 
vied its point, that the pastors should preach 
a sermon once a year on Sunday observance 
and send a collection to the American Sab- 
bath union. Dr. George F. Pentecost of 
Yonkets objected to the second clause of this 
resolution, as did also Dr. Cameron of 
Princeton, but it went through with a rush. 
The Rev. Dr. John Fox, Secretary of the 
American Bible society, presented an inter- 
esting picture of the work of that agency, 

especially in foreign lands. He declared that 
it was a part of the work of the Presbyterian 
Church and should be so considered. 

Some time was spent today in the discus- 
sion of two reports of the special committees, 
one relating to ministerial education and 
the other to the question of unemployed 
ministers and vacant churches, but time did 
not permit thé adoption of either one. 

Dr. Sneed welcomed the assembly this 
morning and presented a gavel to the Mod- 
erator. This instrument of authority, as he 
termed it, was made from pieces of wood 
from three historic churches in this city. 


| In handing it to Dr. Dickey he expressed 


the hope that before the assembly met again 
in St. Louis the Southern branch of the 
church would also be included in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Dr. Dickey went even further in his re- 
sponse. While asserting that undue anxiety 
might divide rather than unite, he expressed

Heresy Trial Reforms. 

Among the overtures submitted today 
was one from the Presbytery of New Bruns- 
wick, which has for its object the simplify- 
ing and shortening of héresy trials. It is be- 
lieved by the Rev. Dr. John Dixon, the as- 
sistant secretary of the Board of Home 
Missions, who prepared the overture for his 
yresbytery, that if the proposed action is 
taken by the assembly the truth will be 
conserved and less trouble be caused in the 


church than by the present system. 


The following is the wofding of the over- 
ture, which was referred to the Committee 
on Church Polity: 

“The Presbytery of New Brunswick re- 
spectfully calls the attention of the General 
Assembly to the fact that heresy trials, while 
necessary at times for the defense of the 
truth and the purity of the church, yet, as 
conducted according to our present book of 
discipline, are in some instances protracted 
to great length, se great excitement, 
and are apt to call special attention to the 
persons concerned rather than to the truth 
to be maintained. 

“The Presbytery of New Brunswick, 
therefore, overtures the General Assembly 
to ‘appoint a committee to prepare and sub- 
mit to the assembly a plan by which the 
issuing of trials for heresy may be simpli- 
fied and shortened, so that, while each indi- 
vidual shall be protected in his just and 
natural rights, the testimony of the church 


to the truth shall be made prominent.”

“Yes, yes, I have the proof sheets of 
Dear Midnight of Love’ at last,” said 


Alderman Coughlin last evening. My work is | 


almost done. I have been just fourteen 
months writing the three verses and chorus. 
When I had finished it and was ready to 
set it to music I found that I was ‘ overset’ 
just eighty-three words. I cut out that much 
in order to get it to fit the melody 1 had 


worked out. The front piece will contain 


my picture, with a harp and a bunch of 
shamrocks. If it makes a hit I may compose 
several other songs which 1 now have in 
my mind. 

“ The inspiration of my song came to me 
fourteen months ago while I was sitting in 
McVicker's Theater, just as any other Amer- 
ican citizen. Billy West's minstrels were 
playing there. Some of the words and a 
few strains of the melody came to me almost 
as A dream. They were beautiful and I knew 
that I would never be contented until I 
bad worked the song out. I have burned 

‘midnight oil’ while writing Dear Mid- 
night of Love.’ 

Nom just listen. Hum! This is 
it starts: 

* PDe-a-r mid-ni-ght of Lo-v-e. 

“* Quin-tes-sen-ce of bli-ss.“ 

There, now, I won't sing any more. I 
want to spring it all at once when it’s ready 
for the market. 

“I have worked on a railroad section, in 
a grocery store, in a mill, run a bathhouse, 
owned a saloon, been in the Council, become 
a banker, and now lam a composer. That 
record almost reads like a romance, don't 
it? Yes, and before many days, I may be.a 
playwright. It simply shows the possibili- 
ties open to an American citizen in this great 
country. No, I have no intention of appear- 
ing in vaudeville, I will leave that for 
others. Am I writing a play? Well, let's

The news was received at 9:30 o'clock last 
evening, and in less than a quarter of an 
hour the entire city knew it, and started in 
to celebrate. The scenes following the relief 
of Ladysmith were repeated with increased 
noise, and today London will probably be 
torn to shreds. |

Pen Pictures of Suffering. 

Lady Sarah Wilson, who for most of the 
seven months’ siege was in Mafeking, has 
from time to time furnished vivid pen pict. 
ures of the sufferings endured by Baden 
Powell and his garrison and the people he 
had to care for and protect. Her letters tell 
of almost daily attacks, the bombardment 
of the women’s laager, the killing by the 
Boers of native women, and the enemys 
frequent attempts to burn the town. . 

The people of London recalled all these 
things last night d the memory of thé 
suffering of Mafeking lent greater zest t 
the enthusiasm over ihe news of its relief.

Powell, with whom Burnham served in Mat- 
abeleland. The scout said: 

“While as my chief 1 would naturally 

stick up for him, apart from this I have the 
highest regard for him. I hold him to be the 
trué type of the soldier of the future, one of 
those who should and must command armies 
if victories are to be won. 

“As a soldier his tact, readiness, and re- 
source are remarkable. These could not 
come by accident; they are the result of a. 
careful garnering and accumulation of 
minute details to advantage. Where people 
have imagined him reckless Colonel Baden- 
Powell has really been cautious, You know 
he was criticised for wearing rubber shoes 
and for prowling about the rocks at night 
instead of leaving the task to others. We 
nicknamed him Old Rubber Shoes’; but 
he was right, despite all the poking of fun. 
He gathered in a single night possibly more 
than his critics could have learned in a life- 
‘time. 

He is a wonderfully able scout, and quick 
at sketches. I do not know another who 
could have done the work at Mafeking if the 
Same conditions had been imposed. All the 
bits of knowledge he studiously gathered in 
twenty years have been ve in saving 
that community.“ | 


Montreal Hears the News. 

Montreal, Que., May 18.—[Special.}—The 
town is alive tonight with joy over the relief 
of Mafekitig. Torchlight processions are 
traversing the streets and Union Jacks are 
waving everywhere. 

The manifestations, however, are entirely 
confined to the English portion of the city. 

Kruger in effigy has been hanged in a dozen 
different places, and half a dozen images of 
Baden-Powell are carried on the shoulders 
of the crowd throughout the streets.

+. Story of Mafeking Siege. 

The siege and successful resistance of 
Mafeking, ‘now ended by the arrival of the 
British relief column ‘atid the dispersal of 
the Boer investing forces, have been one of 
the striking features of the war. As a mili- 
tary achievement the defense of Mafeking 
was a feat if anything more heroic than 
the defense of Ladysmith, for in the latter 
siege Sir George S. White had an army di- 
vision with heavy artillery and cavalry. He 
had the stores accumulated for a long and 
heavy campaign in the field. 

On the other hand, Colonel Baden-Powell, 
the defender of Mafeking, had but a hand- 
ful of men and but a few low range guns. 
He had no regular troops, his force being 
made up of detachments of the British south 
African police—men in the employ of Ceci! 
Rhodes’ chartered company, a few Cape 
mounted police hurriedly dispatched to his 
aid just before the siege began, and a bat- 
tery of the Diamond Field Artillery, also 
equipped dy Cecil Rhodes, not for war 
against the Boers, but to keep the natives 
of Bechuanaland and Rhodesia in whole- 
tome awe of the British Bouth African 
Cilartered company.

Colonel R. 8. Baden-Powell, who for sev- 
en months defied the assaults of a superior 
for¢e of his enemy, is the Colonel of the 
Fifth Dragoon Guards and is, as may well 
be imagined, one of the most dashing and 
resourceful of the younger officers of the 
British army. He is 43 years old and un- 
married. He joined the Thirteenth Hussars 
in 1876 and has seen hard ging in India, 
Afghanistan, and Africa, 

In the Zulu war, in 1886, he gallantly won 
an hotorable mention in the official dis- 
patches, and in the Ashantee war, in 1890, 
he fought his way to the Lieutenant Col- 


present rank. 

Baden-Powell is a soldier, the champion 
pig sticker of India, a hunter of big game on 
the Zambesi, devoted to polo and yachting, 
an amateur stage manager and actor, a 
singer, he paints, and is an etcher of some 


merit. As an author he has published nu- 
‘merous works of adventure, military his- 


tory, and is the author of a book on cavalry 
instruction, which has been accepted as au- 
thority in the British army. And he has de- 
fended Mafeking. ; 
Associated with Baden-Powell were a 
number of British officers, a number of 
whom were killed in the disastrous repulse 
at Game Tree Fort on Dec. 27. Among the 
officers who assisted in the defense of Mafe~ 
king were Major Lord Edward Cecil, son of 
the Marquis of Salisbury, Prime Minister of 
the British empire; Captain Lord Charles 
Bentinck, Captains Vernon, Wilson, Fits- 
Clarence, and Williams, Lieutenants Tracey 


and Paton, all well defined types of the 
| younger generation of British officers who 


have won their spiirs in the campaigns 
against the natives in Zululand; Mashona- : 
land, and Matebeland, in south Africa, in 
the swamps of Ashantee, on the deserts in 
the Soudan, on the plains of India, or in the 
rocky fastnesses of Afghanistan. 


Tord Cecil's Forethought. 

To Lord Ceoil has been given the credit of 
provisioning Mafeking for a siege. It is re- 
lated that when arriving at the town some 
weeks before the war began he recognized 
by intuition the military importance of the 
place, and upon his own responsibility or- 
dered large supplies of provisions, ammuni- 
tion, and military stores, pledging his own 
security for payment. But for this wise 
forethought it is hardly believéd that Ma- 
feking—with all its dashing officers and he- 
rote defenders—could have held out so long. 

The attempt of the ‘British to hold Ma- 
feking at all has been one of the mysteries 
of the war. It has been argued that there 
was no real necessity for expending time, 
lives, money, and energy in the defense of a 
place sv far from the actual center of mili- 
tary operations, and a great deal of hard 
criticism has been directed against the War 
office for not abandoning the town at the 
outset of the war. 

The best answer to the criticism probably 
lies in the fact that the British were unablé 
to withdraw the garrison and abandon the 
town, even had such a course been deemed 
advisable. The Boers moved so quickly 
after the dispatch. of their ultimatum that 
the garrison had no alternative but to stand 
a siege or surrender, N 

Mateking is only a small collection of cor- 
rugated iron buildings built on a level plain, 
with no natural defenses. But it is the 
southern terminus of the railroad built by 
Cecil Rhodes almost to the Zambesi. It was 
the center of the finest agricultural land in 
south Africa, and the only rallying point for 
the defense of the colonists and their homes. 
To have abandoned it would have been to 
surrender to the Boers a country almost as, 
great in extent as Europe, and have given. 
them every right to annex it in the event of 
success. 

And, finally, Mafeking, like Kimberley, be- 
longed to Cecil Rhodes and the British Char- 
tered South African company—and the Brit- 
ish government concluded to defend Cecil 
Rhodes’ interests. mane the siege of Ma- 
feking. 

When the Siege Began. 

The slege practically began on Oct. 12, 
when small Boer forces crossed the frontier 
at several points between Mafeking and 
Kimberley and siezed the railroad. The 
first shot in the war was fired to prevent a 


small British force from carrying two pieces 


ot artillery to Mafeking. 

The incident took place at Krai Pan, forty 
miles south of Mafeking. An armored train 
in command of Captain Nesbit, carrying two 
seven-pounders and a supply of ammuni- 
tion, was derailed, and the Boers opened fire 
upon the men involved in the wreck. The 
Englishmen held the Boers at bay for four 
hours. The Boers then brought up artillery 
and shelled the wreck, whereupon the Brit- 
ish surrendered, 

By Oct. 15 General Cronje, now a prisoner 
on St. Helena, with 500 men made the first 
attack on Mafeking. This, the first test of 
the endurance of Baden-Powell’s forces, 
proved their mettie. The fight lasted from 
6 o’clock in thé morning untij 11 in the fore- 
noon, when Cronje withdrew his men, after 
having lost fifty-three in killed and wounded. 
The British loss was two killed and fifteen 
wounded. 

Two days later, after a second assault in 
force, General Cronje was again defeated 
after the British, according to unofficial re- 
ports, had lost eighteen men in killed and 
wounded. The Boers officially admit to the 
loss of fifty men. . 

Having twice defeated the enemy, the 
Mafeking garrison took a more cheerful view 
of their situation, and some of the laconic 
messages that came out of the besieged town 
have already been given a place in the epi- 
Brammatieal history of the war. On Oct. 21 
Baden-Powell reported: 


AN well; four hours’ bomberément} dog 
Killed.“ 

Again, on Oct. 25, when General Cronje 
demanded the surrender of the town to 
avoid %. Baden-Powell declined, 
asking: ; 

When the bloodshed begin?“ 

Toward the end of October the work of 
throwing up intrenchments around Mafe- 
king had been so well completed that the 
town was practically safe from direct as- 
sault. But the Boers brought up some of 
their lighter guns and began an almost daily 
‘bombardment. 

The first serious bombardment came on 
Oct. 26, when the Boer guns threw over 300 
shells into the town, wounding four men and 


doing much damage to the none too substan- 


tial Billings. After the bombardment the 
Roers closed in and for the third time at- 
tempted to carry the town by storm. The 
entire garrison turned out any received the 
Boers with heavy volleys from rines and 
Maxims. The Boer force wavered, broke, 
and then stampeded. In their flight 
were driven over the mines, which were ex- 
ploded, many of them being killed and 
wounded. 

It was at the time the news of this engage- 
ment became known to the outside world, 
generally reported that the Boers lost 700 
men by the explosion of the mines, but these 
figures have never been officially confirmed. 

On Oct 81 the Boers attempted to capture 
the British position at Cannon Kopfe, aft- 
erwarde assaulting the town itself. The at- 
tack—the fourth since the siege began—was 
repulsed. The British had five men killed, | 
includiig Captains D. H. Marsham and C. 
A. Petchell. 


Cronje Enters a Protest. 

It was after this defeat that General Cronje 
sent a note to Baden-Powell declaring that 
the Geneva convention did not authorize 
the flying of the Red Cross flag from several 
buildings at once; that the employment of 
natives against the whites, and the use of 
dynamite mines were both ener to the 
rules of war. 

To this Baden-Powell made answer that 
the Geneva convention did not stipulate as 
to the number of Red Cross stations per- 
missable and that the Boers were only re- 
quired to respect the convent, the hospital, 
and the woman’s laager, all of which were 
outside the town limits. He also pointed out 
that the dynamite mines were recognised 
adjuncts of civilized warfare and that it had 
been reported and never denied that the de- 
fenses of Pretoria were heavily mined, 
Moreover, he reminded General Cronje that 
the Boers themselves had fired upon the 
natives, raided their cattle, and that the 
natives only retaliated to defend their lives 
and property. 

November was unmarked by serious opera- 
tions on either side. On the 6th Baden-Pow- 
ell reported that his total casualties up to 
date: included two. officers and seventeen 
men killed, four officers and seventeen men 
wounded. 

Trenches Run Everywhere. 

Bombardments were of almost daily occur- 
rence, but the garrison and the citizens had 
become accustomed to the shrieking and 
bursting of shells. The system of defenses 
devised by Baden-Powell was most ingen- 
ious. There were trenches everywhere. The 
saldiers guarding the outposts were sheltered 
behind embankments, trenches led to every 
* of the defenses, trenches took the 
place of sidewalks, and the citizens and 
soldiers were enabled to go.from any part of 
the town to another without exposing them- 
selves to the sharp shooters of the enemy. 
Bomb proof cellars were everywhere and an 
elaborate system of telephone lines and 
alarm bells gave every one ample warning 
when any of the Boer guns opened fire. 
Baden-Powell was the life of the camp as 
well as its defender, and he kept the people 
busy, amused them, settled the quarrels be- 
tween the natives, guarded the food supply 
against needless waste, and looked after the 
sanitary arrangements. 


Asks Boers to Surrender. 

On December 12 Baden-Powell printed and 
sent by native runners copies of a proclama- 
tion in which he called upon the besieging 
force to surrender. He offered each man his 
horse, rifle, and 150 pounds of ammunition, 
and the protection of the British govern- 
ment in their homes, He only excepted the 
officers and the members of the Staats artil- 
lery. These, he announced, would be held 
as prisoners of war. 

The Boers declined to recognize the humor 
‘implied in the proclamation, and gravely 
replied, declining the proffered terms of sur- 


Disaster at Game Tree. 
Christmas was celebrated in Mafeking with 
such holiday cheer as the exigencies of the 
circumstances warranted, but the day fol- 


| lowing brought the most serious disaster of 


the siege. This was the British attack upon 
Game Tree Fort and the repulse which fol- 
lowed it. 

Game Tree Fort was a strongly intrenched 
Boer position one mile from Mefeking. Its

Modder River by the advarice of Lord Me- 
thuen’s forces toward Kimberley. 

The British forces had to charge across an 
open zone swept by a hail of Boer bullets 
and attack the walls of a fort seven feet in 
height and surrounded by a ditch too broad 
to jump. Some of the men actually scaled 
the walls of the fort, being shot dead as they 
were emptying their revolvers through the 
loopholes. 

In this disaster the British had three om- 
cers and eighteen men killed, and twenty- 
four men wounded, 


Since This Year Began. 

Since the beginning of the present year the 
siege has been conducted with varying for- 
tunes on both sides. Jan. 17 the garrison was 
placed on siege rations and since that time 
even these limited rations have been re- 
duced until the garrison and the inhabitants 
were reduced to the extremity of eating 
horse and mule meat, locusts, and even 
husks from oats. Soup kitchens were started 
in February and even dogs were converted 
into food for the natives. 


Colonel Plumer’s Campaign. 

One of the features of the stiege was the 
persistent efforts of a small force of men 
under Colonel Plumer to relieve the garrison. 
Starting from Fort Tull, several hundred 
miles northeast of Mafeking, Colonel Plumer 
started to the rescue of Baden-Powell.on 
Oct. 26. His march overland was marked by 
a series of engagements with the Boers. He 
lost officers and men weekly, lost his con- 
voys, contended with disease and insuf- 
ficent rations, and was frequently driven 
back. But in spite of all Colonel Plumer 
finally fought his way to Gaberones, on the 
railroad, 100 miles north of Mafeking, arriy- 
ing there Jan. 14, after eighty days of almost 
constant fighting. He constructed an ar- 
mored train, rebuilt the bridges destroyed b 
the Boer raiding parties, repaired the — 
and continued his way southward, By March 
31 Colonel Plumer had ed Ramathla- 
bama, only six miles north of Mafeking. 
Then he made his final attack, and was so 
badly defeated that his force has been com- 
pelled to remain 
north of Mafeking. 


Defeats on Béth Sides. 

On April 2 Baden-Powell was defeated tn a 
sortie and on April 11 the Boers were in turn 
repulsed. On April 20 the garrison cele. 
brated the 200th day of the siege with a 
horse dinner. It had already received Lord 
Roberts’ message telling them to expect 
relief by May 18. Since that date the only 
prominent incident of the siege was Com- 
mandant Elof’s attempt to carry the town 
by storm on May 12, resulting in the killing 

of a number of the men and the capture of 
Elof and ninety of his force, 

The arrival of the relieving force from the 
south ended the long siege and London last

I get the impression that the 
Emperor himself is a broadminded man, and 
would favor fair trade, and I am living in 
the hope that he will manage to bring about 
what is fair. 

“The department will do everything it 
can to further the interests of our meat deal- 
ers, packers, manufacturers, exporters, etc.

VIENNA, May 18.—The Army committee 
of both the Hungarian ahd-Austrian dele- 
gates today passed the army budget, which 
amounts to over $60,000,000, an increase of 
over $3,000,000 over last year’s. The ques- 
tion of purchasing improved cannon has 
been actively discussed and War Minister 
Krieghamer is reported to have stated that 
the tests of the new rapid firing guns have 
not been completed yet, so it is impossible to 
say if bronze or steel will be decided upon. 
It is estimated that the cost of the new 
cannon will be from §24,000,000 to $26,000,- 
000, which sum would be. proportiohed 
through several years. 


The absence of any special representa- 
tives of the Greek court at the recent festiv- 
ities in Berlin has been construed as evi- 
dence of the strained relations between the 
two royal houses. According to informa- 
tion just received here from Athens such 
interpretation is entigely incorrect. Crown 
Prince Constantine, who would have been 
chogen to represent Greece, was prevented 
leaving Athens owing to the wedding of 
Princess Marie and Prince George taking 
place almost at the same time as the Berlin 
ceremonies. The relations between the two 
courts are said to have shown marked im- 
provement recently, and it is probable that 
the Crown Prince will be the guest of the 
Kaiser next month in Potsdam. 

The closing by the Salonica authorities on 
May 13 of the English postoffice opened 
there less than a fortnight before has been 
taken as evidence of the waning of Eng- 
land’s prestigein Turkey. An energetic note 
of protest sent by the English Consul Gen- 
eral to the Governor brought to light the 
fact that the office was closed by an order 
from Constantinople, and the Governor re- 
plied that he could not reopen the office until 
the Porte gave instructions.

It has been the custom of the Senate to 
accept prima facie crédentiais showing elec- 
tion by Legislatures, and later on a contest 
can be maintained and the sitting member 
ousted.

The appointment of 
Maginnis, however, renders this course ab- 
solutely necessary, as the Senate could not 
assume to decide offhand the nice legal ques- 
tions involved as between the two contest- 
ants.

They say in the Senate that Clark undoubt- 
edly overreached himself, for his friends 
might have been able to stave off action in 
some way, and he would have held on until 
next winter. The Republicans desire to ad- 
journ before the Philadelphia convention, as 
a much larger number of members of Con- 
gress than usual have been elected as dele- 
gates. They might therefore have consented 
to a postponement ofa vote in the Clark case, 
but his resignation cleared the atmosphere. 

Martin Maginnis is well known here in 
Washington.

MODATE SMALL BUYERS. 


Deside to send Wagons into Poorer 


Districts from Which People May 
Buy Coolness in Half-Dime Portions 
Twice as Much for the Same Money 
to Be Had ai Stations—Supply Large 
‘Enough to Insure Against Famine— 
Prices to Be Unchanged. ._ 


— 


The poor people who swelter during the 
summer in Chicago's congested areas will 
be able to buy ice this season at five cents a 
cake, if the Knickerbocker Ice company 
makes effective the plans it now has under 
serious consideration. The patrons will not 
have to go to the ice depot to buy it, but 
the commodity will be taken to their doors 
in wagons. Fifteen pounds will be sold for 
a nickel. 

Heretofore the best the company has seen 
its way to do for the poor has been to sell 
ice at any one of its thirty-eight distrib- 
uting stations to all comers. Five cents 
brought to the icehouses has bought as much 
as 10 cents from the wagons. 

The price of ice will probably remain un- 
changed from the prices of last year. Chi- 
cago people will fare better than the resi- 
dents of New York. The consumer in New 
York will pay 60 cents a hundred pounds, 
while the Chicago ice buyer will be supplied 
oa cents a hundred, possibly a few cents 


Fight for Nickel Ice in New York. 

The ice dealers of Chicago have been watch- 
ing with interest the fight of the New York 
people against that city’s ice trust. The ef- 
forts of the people of New York to secure 
the right to purchase five-cent portions has 
received particular attention. All the local 
dealers insist that it will de possible for any 
one desiring to buy in small quantities to 
be accommodated. It is stated by dealers, 
however, that the demand in Chicago for 
dee in small quantities is much less than in 
New York. 

While the Knickerbocker Ice company con- 
trols 90 per cent of the ice sold in Chicago, 
there are a number of independent compa- 
nies in the city, and they are said to be 
strong enough to prevent general increase in 
prices by the larger company. Those familiar 
with the ice trade say that only an unusually 
warm and long summier and a consequent 
large demand from outside cities can bring 
about conditions in the ice supply that might 
cause an increase in the price to the Chicago 
consumer. ‘

EXTENT OF GERMAN INTERESTS 


Shown That Capital Invested in the 
Three Americas Is Over a Bil- 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—In view of 
the recent Monroe doctrine speeches of Sec- 
retary Root and Senator Lodge, particular 
interest attaches to the forthcoming bul- 
letin from the Bureau of American Repub- 
lics because of a page treating of the extent 
of the German interests in the three Amer- 
icas. The fact is established that these in- 
terests reach the enormous total of 5,000,- 
000,000 marks, or over $1,000,000,000. 

According to the statement about 600,000,- 
000 marks have been invested in the Argen- 
tine Republic, 350,000,000 marks in Brazil, 
and 300,000,000 marks in Chile. The capital 
invested in the United States is shown at 
2,000,000,000 marks. . Central America has 
received 253,000,000 marks of German cap- 
ital and Mexico over 200,000,000 marks. 

The figures for the West Indies show: 
Cuba, 150,000,000 marks; Hayti and Santo 
Domingo, over 50,000,000 marks; while the 
amounts accredited to St. Thomas, Porte 
Rico, and Surinam are either not obtain- 
able or considered not proper for publica- 


tion. -

SUGAR TRUST STORY DENIED. 


Philadelphia Commercial Museum Di- 
rector Explains That No Informa- 
tion Was Furnished. | 


fladelphia, Pa., May 18.—[Special. }—The 
officers of the Philadelphia Commercial 
Museum are much stirred by the accusation 
that the museum knowingly assisted the 
sugar trust by obtaining for it information 
concerning the trade in Philadelphia. The 
charge is the outcome of a suit brought 
against the museum by Charles H. Deitz, a 
former emplo Dr. Wilson, director of the 
museum, said: 

“The inquiry referred to did not call fo 
confidential information, and lest informa- 
tion might be elicited in the course of the in- 
vestigation, which improperly used, might 
be regarded as a breach of confidence, in- 
structions were given to assign a reliable 
and discreet man to the work. 

“ The local consumption of sugar in Phila- 

delphia was the only information asked 
for, and an investigation like this would 
have been carried on at the: request of any 
business firm, and in no case does the mu- 
seum consent to secure or divulge the busi- 
ness secrets of any one. 
“Tt was soon discovered that the supposed 
trusted employé of the museum was con- 
ducting himself contrary to instructions, en- 
deavoring to secure facts that were not 
desired and prosecuting the inquiry in an 
undignified manner, and was, therefore, re- 
called from the work and summarily dis- 
charged. The investigation was discon- 
tinued, and all the information and reports 
received up to that time filed away.”

His 
report is complete for the year 1899 for all 
the civil departments of the island, but his 
repart for other expenditures covers only 
the six months from July 1 to Dec. 81 of 
that year.

They thought more of Ad- 
miral Dewey than they could ever think 
of President Dewey, just as they thought 
more of Grant as a General than as the 
nation’s Chief Executive.

All it asks in return is that he will dream 
no more ambitious dreams of impossible 
Presidential honors. Fortune has been 
lavish of her gifts and he should be content. 


HE ARMY “CANTEEN.” 

The last Congress put in the army ap- 
propriation bill a provision abolishing the 
“canteen.” It did so in a moment of 
lax good nature to gratify some temperance 
theorists who deem it shocking that the 
general government should have anything 
to do with the sale of liquor. The Attor- 
ney General did ifest violence to that 
provision, He opinéd that it did not mean 
what it clearly did mean, and the “ can- 
teen was not abolished. It is well that 
it was not, for it is a temperance agency. 
“Drinking is the soldier’s pleasure” and 
vice, today, as it was in the day of Alex- 
ander the Great. The “canteen,” as all 
army officers in this and in,other countries 
are agreed, substitutes controlled and regu- 
lated for unchecked drinking. It gives 
soldiers beer instead of spirits. : 

It cannot be denied that army officers 
know more about how to handle soldiers 
than Congressmen or than Prohibitionists 
do. So the nullification of the “ anti-can- 
teen legislation of the last Congress can 
be defended as being for the.good of the 
soldiers, whether stationed in this coun- 
try, the Philippines, or Cuba. But various 
religious bodies which have been meeting 
lately have no patience with arguments: 
which have been made in defense of the 
course pursued by the authorities at Wash- 
ington. The continuance of the “ canteen ” 
has inspired them with great indignation. 

While they are so much stirred up Con- 
gress remains silent and indifferent, though 
its orders have been nullified. If anybody 
has a right to protest it is Congress, but 
it does not care to do so. The present 
Congress is satisfied that the attempt of 
its predecessor to legislate the canteen” 
out of existence was ill-advised. The mass 
of testimopy recently laid before it by 
the War department would have convinced 
it had it not been convinced before. There- 
fore it is not going to make a row over 
what has been done, It is utterly useless 
for outsiders to do so when Congress, the 
only party which has a right to be .ag- 
grieved, is not. 


MR. GRATTY’S STARVATION CURE. 

Thomas Cratty’s speech at the Real Es- 
tate board meeting in reference to the 
labor troubles was uttered in the wrong 
spirit. His talk of bringing the unions to 
terms by starving them falls harshly on 
the ear and will meet with no approval in 
this community. Starve is ugly 
word, and probably Mr. Cratty would not 
have used it if he had ever felt the pangs 
of hunger. After a while they will want 
Something to eat,” he says. That's it! 
Starve it out.” But it is not only the 
walking delegates and labor leaders and 
lawless pickets who would be starved. 
They would be the last to suffer. There 
would be more innocent ones to suffer than 
guilty ones. It is not only the union men 
who would lack fer food, but also their 
wives and children. Probably Mr. Cratty 
did not think of the full meaning of his 
language or he would have chosen his words 
Morecarefully, 

The right solution of the labor trouble is 
not found in any proposition to “ fight it 
ont" or to “starve it out.” This ig a mat- 
ter demanding peace measures rather than 
war measures. The community has already 
had more than enough of the warlike phases 
of the question. It is time for a sincere 
effort to bring the opposing sides together 
on some middle ground on which both the 
workingmen and the contractors can stand. 
The city has already suffered incalculable 
damage to its building interests and it 
is beginning to suffer in the loss of popu- 
lation. It is said that three-fifths of the 
members of the Stonecutters’ union have 
left the city and have got work elsewhere. 
On this basis somebody estimates that over 
20,000 people affected by the building 
trades troubles have gone dway. Some 
manufacturers are talking of removing 
their plants unless the strike is settled 


or the other must simply tend to create 


more bitterness and to prolong the ruinous 


situation. 

Any plan that contemplates 2 cold-blood- 
ed infliction of suffering upon innocent and 
guilty alike cannot be tolerated. What 
is needed is a plan that will deal with 
the violators of the law as they deserve. 
The cowardly ruffians who assault non- 
union men for attempting to work are the 


ones that deserve punishment. The unions 
have injured their cause in the eyes of | 


the public by such acts, but public con- 


demnation of assaults by brutal pickets or 


of official blindness to these outrages is a 
different matter from the sort of spirit 
exhibited in Mr. Cratty’s remarks, His 
proposition to inflict indiscriminate suf- 
fering is too much like the methods of the 
union pickets. The less of that kind of talk” 
we have the better will be the prospect for 
a speedy and just settlement of the trouble. 


NON-UNION INSPECTORS. 
The civil service la w says that examina- 
tions held under its provisions shall be 


| “free to all citizens of the United States,” 


subject to proper limitations as to age, 
health, and moral character. Therefore, 
when examinations are held for places as 
inspectors of carpenter, stone, or brick 
work, permission to appear before the ex- 
amining board cannot be refused to men be- 
cause they do not belong to the Carpenters’, 
or Brickmakers’, or Stonemasons’ union, 
nor can the Commissioners refuse to certify 


such men for appointment if they have the 


necessary qualifications. _ 

Some men who are not members of unions 
have obtained some of these inspectorships. 
They have been successful, because they 
showed themselves more competent than the 


uon men who went before the examiners. 


But when these inspectors are assigned to 
duty the uhion men whose work they have 
to supervise throw down their tools. It 


galls their pride to be “ inspected by a man 


who has not a union card, even though he 
is a skilled artisan. So, day before yester- 
day, thirty stonemasons working on a city 
contract refused to go ahead until a union, 
instead of a non-union, inspector was given 
them. The walking delegates say that no 
union men will be allowed to work for the 
city if the non-union inspectors are not 
withdrawn. | 

The city authorities do not seem to be 
angered by this threat. It worries them, 
however, for they dread the displeasure of 
walking delegates. They would gladly dis- 
miss these non-union inspectors, but they 
cannot, If those inspectors are kept on the 
payroll and not assigned to duty there will 
not! be inspectors enough to do the necessary 
inspecting. 

If the municipal authorities have any 
sense of dignity they will not allow walking 
delegates to take them by the throat and 
choke them into submission. They will 
simply let it be understood that contractors 
who employ non-union labor will be encour- 
aged to bid on city contracts. Then there 
will be something for non-union inspectors 
to do. The ideal method would be for the 
latter to inspect the work of union men and 
the union inspectors that of fhe non-union- 
ists. Then there would be some severe 
judges who would pass no bad work. But 
municipal ideals are not to be realized just 
yet, In the meanwhile the city authorities 
should make no effort to coax back these 
haughty union men who will not have their 
work supervised by persons who were able 


to pass examinations men with union cards 


eould not. 


OPEN CARS AND CHILLY WEATHER. 

When the mercury dropped thirty de- 
grees the other day sensible. men and 
women put on heavier clothing and wrapped 
themselves in overcoats and cloaks before 
going out. The street car companies, how- 
ever, took no notice of the change in the 
temperature. Cable trains made up chiefly 
of open cars were run over all the lines 
and-on the electric lines none but the open 
summer cars appeared to be in service. 
People who would tremble at the thought 
of sitting for a half or three-quarters of 
an hour on a park bench in such weather 
were forced to find seats in these open 
ears, where the natural chill of the air 
was heightened by the forced draft caused 
by the swift motion of the train. | 

Doubtless hundreds of colds and probably 
more severe cases of illness might be 
traced to this foreed exposure to cold and 
rain on the part of people who depend 
on the car lines for transportation to and 
from their homes and places of business. 
The street railway companies would, of 
course, say that they had already put their 
summer cars into service and that it would 
cause delay and unnecessary expense to 
bring the closed cars out of their sum- 
mer quarters again. At the same time a 
eorporation which depends upon public sup- 
port is short-sighted to show such slight con- 
sideration for the public welfare. 

Street car companies often charge that 
a bitter and unjust prejudice exists against 
‘them, and declare that they are at a loss 
to find any reasonable cause for it. They 
may find in the use of open cars in such 
weather as the present one of the causes. 
When a corporation displays that entire 
disregard of the public comfort shown in 
this and in other somewhat similar direc- 
tions it should not expect that the people 
who feel themselves aggrieved will regard 
it in a friendly and kindly spirit. | 

In one sense the negligence of the com- 
panies in not providing comfortable cars 
is a small matter, but the succession of 
just such small injuries has much to do 
with the forming of an -adverse public 
sentiment. The wise manager will at least 
show a disposition to meet the demands 
of the publicin this as in other matters. He 
will not leave the patrons of his line to 
shiver in open cars with the excuse that 
the weather is certain to become warmer in 
a few days. 


THE CONVERSION OF IDAHO, 

Senator Shoup of Idaho believes his State 
will go Republican next fall, though four 
years ago it was given over to the evil spirits 
of Populism and free silverism. He has 
faith in the cheering and invigorating effects 
on the minds of the voters of the State of 
the better prices they are receiving for some 
of their leading products. Hard times made 
Republicans Populists. Good times are 
bringing them back into the fold. 

Sheep raising is one of the great indus- 
tries of Idaho. Under the Harrison ad- 
ministration sheep were worth from $2.25 
to $2.50 per head. With the election of 
Cleveland they began to shrink in value 
until they got to be worth only $1.27. They 
were so cheap it did not pay to steal them. 
Bat with the inauguration of McKinley 
they advanced in price 45 cents, for it was 
known that the sheep were to have a chance, 
which they could not have with Democrats 
in power, who have no higher opinion of 
those animals than John Randolph had. In 
1899 the average price was $2.38. Jan. 1 
last it was $2.80. ; 2 

Idaho wool brought 13 cents a pound in 
1892. During Cleveland's second term it 
brought six cents, It is selling now for 
from 18 to 25 cents. There are over 2,600,- 
000 sheep in the State, producing several

‘Lead is another important Idaho product. 
Under Harrison the price per hundred 
pounds ranged from $4.20 to $4.30. When 
Cleveland was elected in 1892 it fell to $3.80. 
The price declined to $3:20 in 1894 and 
$2.30 in 1895. It was $3.12%4 when Me- 
Kinley was inaugurated, and it has ad- 
vanced since then to $4.70. The lead miners, 
says Senator Shoup, cannot be reasoned 
out of the belief that an advance in price, 
which means so much to them, should be 
credited to the Republican party. 

Idaho cattle are worth on the average 
$10 more a head than they were when Mc- 
Kinley was inaugurated. Horses are worth 
from $5 to $10 more than a year ago. The 
ranchmen are assured earnestly, by the 
Deniocrats that a Republican administra- 
tion had nothing to do with their ‘presént 
prosperity, but they refuse to be convinced, 
and they mean to hold fast to an administra- 
tion which they believe has benefited them. 

The sheep raisers, cattlemen, and lead 
miners of Idaho are not alone in this deter- 
mination. There has been a great change 
of heart since 1896 in the Western States 
which gave Bryan their votes then. The 
prosperity which Republican principles has 
given them has converted them to saner 
political opinions. 


TO STOP UNNECESSARY NOISES. 

Not the least of the incidental advantages 
gained by the elevation of railroad tracks 
entering the city is the stopping of engine 
bells and whistles, hitherto one of the most 
irritating and constant of noisy nuisances. 

The excuse has been on roads which have 
not yet elevated their tracks, and on which 


| there were consequently many grade cross- 


ings, that a warning whistle was necessary 
in order to prevent accidents. For the al- 
most constant ringing of the bell there has 
never been any reasonable justification. 
It has been long ago demonstrated that 
the rattle of a wagon and the sound of a 
horse’s hoofs on the pavement are sufficient 
to drown the sound of a bell, so that asa 
warning signal its value is entirely lost. 
Heretofore it has simply added to the gen- 
eral volume of noise, without serving any 
udeful purpose whatever. 

On most of the roads which have already 
elevated their tracks the order forbidding 
the blowing of the whistle and the ringing 
of the bell has been in force for months. 
Now it is announced that practically the 
last of the roads running on elevated tracks 
has issued the same instructions. A stretch 
of residence territory four miles long will be 
relieved from the nuisance as a consequence. 
The general adoption of electricity as a 
motive power, particularly en the suburban 
lines, some of which are notable offenders 
in the matter of whistle blowing and bell 
ringing, will also help to stop the nuisance. 

There are plenty of necessary noises in a 
big city which, at present at least, it seems 
impossible to stop. Every effort, therefore, 
to do away with the discordant steam 
whistle will be hailed with delight by thou- 
sands of people whose nerves are already 
more than sufficiently racked. The South 
Side physician who has moved ten times in 
two years in a vain endeavor to find a quiet 
spot of residence has plenty of sympathizers. 
Meanwhile, wiz the steam whistle and loco- 
motive bell pra@fically out of the way, there 
are a number of ether directions in which 
the Anti-Noise society may with propriety 
direct its efforts. 


LOCAL AUTONOMY IN CITIES. 
At its first public hearing on Thursday 
night the commission recently appointed by 
Governor Roosevelt on revision of the 
Greater New York charter was assured by 
a large delegation that Staten Island would 
prefer restoration to its former inde- 
pendence. This fact calls attention, among 
other def in that charter, to its failure 
to conserve the principle of local self-gov- 
ernment.

No one today, however, 
doubts that the imposition by the Legisla- 
ture upon that community of the Greater 
New York charter was “a blind if not 
brutal“ act. It was dictated by the glamour 
of bigness rather than by discriminating 
statesmanship, and it failed entirely to 
take account of the question of a proper 
distribution as between centralized and 
local powers. Indeed, the existence of this 
question, which has been forced into such 
prominence by the growth of modern 
cities, was virtually ignored and all local 
powers were practically denied. That 
question, however, was bound to appear 
later, as it is now doing, and to demand 
consideration. 

The policy of absolute concentration of 
municipal powers in the central govern- 
ment has been avoided in the case of Lon- 
don, where, although the County Council 
is maintained for certain metropolitan pur- 
poses, a large degree of local or district 
government is preserved. The metropolitan 
district of Boston, too, comprising thirty 
or more towns and cities, and presenting 
the best administrative results to be found 
in this country, has steadily refused com- 
plete centralized organization. No one, 
indeed, in Chicago can escape the feeling 
that a most valuable force for improve- 
ment is here lost by the complete centraliza- 
tion of administration at the City Hall, and 
the lack of practicable machinery through 
which local interest and initiative can

The problem indicated is one which pre- 
sents itself in every considerable Ameri- 
ean city as well as in Greater New York, 
though it is there aggravated by the size 
of the territory involved. In dealing with 
it, however, the revision commission will 
be furnishing suggestions which should be 
of great value to other large cities.

|LOSES EEL RIVER LINE. 


INDIANA WINS LONG CONTESTED 
SUIT AGAINST WABASH. 


Supreme Court Holds That the Ab- 
sorption of the Smaller Road by the 
Greater System Was Calculated to 
Destroy Competition and That a Re- 
ceiver Must Take Charge—Paves the 
Way for Effective Anti-Trust Law— 
Salient Points of Decision. : 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 18.—[Special.)]—By 
a decision of the Indiana Supreme Court to- 
day the State will take possession ot the Bel 
River road. Attorney General Taylor de- 
clares that under the decision an effective 
3 law can be enacted by the Legis-

The court affirmed the case from Howard 
County, in which the State sought to throw 
the Eel River railroad, which had been ab- 
sorbed by the Wabash system, into a re- 
ceivership, claiming the Wabash destroyed 
the Bel River line’s business in order to 
make it a feeder to the greater system. 

The people along the line of the Eel River 
road had voted $300,000 to the Eel River 
project in ordér to secure competition with 
the Wabash, and when the Wabash company 
destroyed this competition by absorbing the 
road the State brought an action to annul 
the charter of the Hel River line and oust 
both companies. 

The suit was brought in Cass der. in 
1898, and was reversed in the Supreme Court 
because of the failure of the lower court to 
obtain jurisdiction. On the second trial a 
change of venue was taken to Howard n- 
ty. Where the case was tried by a jury, which 
Save a verdict to the State.

In answer to this, it is sufficient 
to say that the lease to the competing company 
Was not authorized by any statute, that its execu- 
tion and the consequent abandonment of its rall- 
road by the Del River railroad company were 
against public policy, and that from the facts 
averred in the information injury to the public 
may be conclusively presumed.

It is not a bona 
fide transaction when a member, after the 
closing of the exchange, takes his cards to 
his own office, sends them to another broker 
to be cleared, and has the clearing broker 
charge the fictitious trade to ‘ account ii,’ 
which account number represents the trading 
broker. Such transactions are known as 
bucket-shopping methods. 

Transactions in which the broker takes 
the other end of a contract against his cus« 
tomer are not honest or bona fide. A legiti- 
mate order on the board can be executed 
only in the open market during the hours 
of trading.” 

District Attorney Bethea then explained 
the methods of dealing charged against 
Parker, Nicol, and Whyland, codefendants 
with the McLains in the trial, and asked the 
witness what he thought of such trading. 

In reply Mr. Warren said: 

Such clearing methods after business 
hours are not legitimate. In such transac- 
tions, when the customer loses, the profit 
must go to the trading broker. A commission 
merchant has no right to speculate with the 
orders of his customers.”
